And even on retiring to insist upon breakfast 
at an unearthly hour. There Is not a redeeming circumstance 
In all this. It Is pure selfishness. The host does everything, 
the guest nothing, not even making himself agreeable. And 
then how often does It happen that when a month or two later 
these same noble folk come to town and bring their wives or 
daughters, you meet them, and are In such a hurry you haven’t 
time to stop,or. after finding they leave to-morrow, tell them how 
sorry you are as you wanted them to dinner the next day 1 Ah I 
boys, this will not do. It will not do. It is all, all wrong, and 
no true sportsman will be guilty of such a trick. When my old 
Uncle Jimmies come to town I mean to take the front door off 
the hinges as long as I live sooner than turn the cold shoulder 
to such specimens of Nature’s noblemen. When their true and 
tender wives and daughters oome to town, my wife, though she 
dress In silks and laces and diamonds, and they In the most un¬ 
fashionable garb on sartb, shall go to see them and make them 
know and feel and realise that although I may be a selfish sort 
of animal when laboring under a temporary attack of sporting 
frensy, my innermost soul Is filled to overflowing for kindness 
and hospitality never to ba forgotten. 

Per contra, how have we all cursed and fretted Inwardly at the 
senseless attempt at hospitality of many a man who, with no ap¬ 
preciation of sport, has seemed to think that dogs never eat, or 
alluring us with assurances that dinner or breakfast would be 
served in a moment, has kept us waiting and stolen the best 
boors of ths day. It makes me nervous to recall the feelings of 
such occasions. The man who neglects my dog sees me oo more 
at hla bouse. The man who forces me to give up hot sport tor 
hot victuals la no man for ms to fool away with the few precious 
momenta I can spare. But the Uncle Jimmies! God bless them 


(and I can name a hundred); may they live a thousand years, 
and have a torch to light them to heaven when they die. 

Buch was the talk in which our friends Indulged as they rode 
along, refreshed and invigorated by the salt sea air. It Is re¬ 
peated here because It contains truths and morals, the study of 
which will benefit the sportsman and the host alike. 

Sergeant, to whom these scenes and these people were entirely 
new. could not but fear that their luck and entertainment bad 
been too good to be repeated, and that his companion had put hla 
beat foot foremost, so expressed htirself, snd accepted Parker's 
assurances to ths contrary with decided grains of allowance.

And I tell 
you that I firmly believe these birds collect here In their migra¬ 
tions southward from all directions leading to this peninsula, 
just as If they were poured into a funnel, and await high north¬ 
erly winds to rise and scud across to Cape Henry, and thence go 
southward. If they have not arrived yet, or have scudded 
already, you’ll have no sport.” Poor 8. looked chop-fallen at 
such a thought. As they reached the house, Mr. Hailelt (foi 
that was his name) was returning from a morning's fishing, 
laden down with a grand string, with an oar over hts shoulder, 
and gave them right hearty welcome.

I think sIk ha-t 
mange also, as the end of her tail is bare and she bites it severely, also 
her liiud leglwhlch Is red and bare and she tries to pull the hair out. She 
smells very badly. A little matter from the eyes; note wa* hot, hut 
now pretty cool. She cuts moderately, and Is fed on cooked meat and 
table scraps. 1 would be pleased to have your udvicc on the disease. 
Aus.—We think It is nothing hut mange, aud has got into her inoulh by 
her biting the affecied parts when itching The trouble has nothing to 
do with her being lu hout. Wash nil affect d parts with carbolic soap 
and water, and when dry apply an ointment of sulphur and lard, equal 
purls, if that does not cure her you hau better consult Dr. Baker t»ee 
advertisement, Diseases of Dogs). Keep her muzzled to prevent her from 
scratching her mouth. Give a tonic composed of tincture of iron two 
drains, potassium iodide three drums, simple syrup two ounces, uml 
water to make four ounces; mix, and .give a tablespoonful three limes a 
a day.

; The Fisherj Award—Charge of Fraud In the Statistic* ! 


Professor Henry Yeule Hind, a well-known Canadian man of 
science, one of the experts of the Fishery Commission of that 
country, now publicly declares that the statistics used by Great 
Britain were falsified in order to gtve weight to that side of the 
question. The Caicaoo Field has always maintained that the 
award was far in exceaeof any equivalent which the United States 
received from the fisheries, and therefore unjust; and as long ago 
as our issue of July 5, 1878, (Vol. XI, p. 333) we showed how a. 
Boston merchant received *34,042 for information which he had 
no right either to obtain from the U. 8. custom bouse, or having 
obtained had no right to sell. 

Mr. Hind was employed by the Halifax Commission, or the 
Canadian part of It, to compile an analytical Index to all the doc¬ 
uments and proceedings of the Commission where, he alleges, he 
obtained Information which satisfied him that the official statis¬ 
tics compiled to present the British case had been falsified before 
they were presented to the Commission. He presented his proof 
to Sir Alexander Galt, In November, 1878, but that gentleman 
declined to notice It, as his duties with the Commission were at 
an end. He then tried the British Foreign Office, with no better 
result, and Anally ou September 2,1879, he wrote to Mr. Dellosse, 
who, our readers will remember, was president of the Halifax 
Commission, aud that letter has just been published in which Mr. 
Hind claims that the falsification amounted to — ‘ less mackerel, 
102,030 barrels; more herring, 91,000 barrels; leas cans of 
mackerel, 153,710 cans; more smoked salmou in boxes, 323,05. 
boxes. Also that these Items, In gross, are the results of numer¬ 
ous changes in the tables presented lu quantities, lu denomina¬ 
tion, aud In prices, which run through all the years 1809 to 1875, 

Inclusive.” . ... 

Mr. Hind poiuta very directly at the persons whom he Indi¬ 
rectly charges with this, in such a way as to convey the Impres¬ 
sion that he feels sore at something; we hope he Is not actuated 
by malice. _ 


The Purse-Net Question. 


The Ninth Anuual Meetlug of the American Fish-cultural 
Association will he held at the Clrectors’ room of the t niton 
Market Fishmonger’s Association, foot of Beekman street, New 
York on Tuesday am) Wednesday, March 30 aud 31. The asso¬ 
ciation is growing in strength aud usefulness every year and 
there is every reason to believe that the coming meeting will he 

one of great luterest. ,_ 

The date is considered to be well chosen, for several reasons. 
Formerly the meetings have been held In February, near the time 
when the fish commissioners of the New England States were 
bolding their anuual meeting, aud this consequently prevented 
tbelr attendance. At the last meeting many members expressed 
a desire to have the next one about the time of the opening of 
the trout season, in order to afford members living out of the 
city a chance to see the display of trout Dorn all part* or the 
country, and compare them with each other. The officers of the 
association thoroughly dla ussed this point at their recent meet¬ 
ing, and were unanimous in the opinion that If the session was 
held on April I, the flrst day of the trout season, It would de¬ 
tract from the attendance, not only of those who always fish on 
the first day, rain, snow, or Ice to Ihe contrary, nut would also 
cause many visitors to he temporarily absent, viewing the com- 
luiratlve bounties of wild and stall fed shrimp eaters and llver- 

devourers; hence the two days previous to the opening were se¬ 
lected, BO that those stopping over to Bee the display will have 
nothing else to distract their attention, and surely any trout 
lover, artist, naturalist, or culturlst can spend at least half a day 
In study and contemplation of the many different forma and col¬ 
ors of this fish, differences enough to almost entitle them to 
rank as varieties. If not as species. 

It is too soon to attempt a list of the members who will read 
papers, or to give the subjects which will be treated of, but it 
may be accepted a* certain that those who have this mailer In 
charge will see that it is not neglected, aud that a good pro¬ 
gramme Is made nut. There will be the usual dinner, after the 
meeting, which those who have attended one of these brilliant 
affairs will not willingly miss. The dinners of the association 
are a marvelous mingling of wit and wisdom, talk, trout, science, 
shad, pickerel, puns, eloquence aud eels.

ermeu and an Increase of the food-fishes, we simply wish to . 
avoid any expression of opinion on a question Involving so many ( 
interests until we feel perfectly justified in doing so, »nd »re 
firmly convinced that we have made no mistake. This would 
also seem to be the position of Prof. Goode, the man who has 
given to this fish, its history, habits, structure, uses and modes 
of capture at all points on our coast, more study aud careful at¬ 
tention than any one, and whu Is therefore better authority on 
this subject than any person in the country. 

A petition has been presented to congress by Mr. Ross, ot 
New Jer-ey, from Benjamin Van Brunt and others, asking for the 
passage of a law which will prevent fishing with purse-nets ou 
the New Jersey coast between Sandy Ilook and Cape May, re¬ 
ferred to the committee on commerce.

California Salmon for Nebraska.— Omaha, Neb .—Editor 
Chicago Field:—the fish commissioners of Nebraska have com¬ 
menced tbe work of slocking our streams with California salmon. 
About 100,000 young fishes one and a quarter Inches In length 
have been placed In the streams, and 80,000 more arc to follow, 
as Boon as the work can be accomplished. These are the pro¬ 
ceeds from 200,000 eggs, received In November last from tbe 
United States commissioner of flsherie*. the first that has been 
distributed to Nebraska. These fish were hatched by Mr. Ro- 
mine, a geutlemsn of large experience In fisbculture, as shown 
by tbe fact, that the loss Is only ten per cent. His hatcheries 
are located at South Bend, Nebraska. 5,000 of these beautiful 
little fishes were deposited by the writer, under the direction of 
the commissioners, in the Big Paplllion, In this (Douglas) 
county on Thursday last. They were all In excellent condition, 
and seemed to take to their new home In the best 
There Is no doubt that tbtsspecles of fish will live and thrive in 
the waters of this state. But when they have departed to the 
sea (the Gulf of Mexi co) will they come hac k! Bob White.

I judges. The latter should—even If they do nut always — 

;e a dog as he Is before them, not reckoning what. Ids per- 
iances have been or what merit he may develop with age. In 
itig up a dog for exhibition, therefore, an uw ,er should try 
make him look his best, never losing sight of tile purposes 
which tbe breed exists, and trying to bring his pet into the 
not only looking well, but fit to do his duty. A sportiug dog 
;s ludlerous when he appears fat and Balmy, aud displays to 
■y one how utterly Incapable he would he of doing half a 
s work. A bulldog or hull-terrier loaded with flesh Instead 
lUBcleis a sorry sight; and a blaekand tan or a toy terrier with 
aged, staring coat cannot hope to he “ lit it” when competing 
tbe prize of beauty with others of the same breed whose jiek 
sbiuc like satin.

To begin with, It Is always had for an owner to place too much 
lance on his kennel-man. An experienced person is no doubt 
acquisition in any establishment, but the master will surely 
e the day when he lets absolute control over his dogs slip from 
s grasp A servant Is very apt to eoualder himself of greater 
iportance than he really is, unless Ills master keeps him up to 
& work, ao<l supervises tbe daily routine of work :»$ far as be 
n. Many master# profess to be above the task of looking after 
ielr owu interests, and leave their kennels eutirely under the 
intro!of their men. Such individuals cannot care much for the 
mor of winning a prize, as whatever kudue there Is gained must 
st with their deputy, and It if notorious that they generally 
iffer In the long run hy their Mind confidence. Me always had 
slate hanging up in the kennel, and wrote any orders that 
ere to be given on It; the eonsequenee was that there was no 
tense for them not being at euded to, and Ihe dogs flourished 

lo getting a dog up for show, tils comfort should ho particularly 
loked after In every way. See that his lied is comfortable and 
lean for him after his return from the unusual amount of exercise 
hich should at this time be given him.

In such a ease, be given 
i dally dose of the sulphur and magnesia mixture which has 
leen alluded to In Chap. Ill, and give him sloppy food for a 
lime. As regards a lotion for external application, the following, 
for which we are indebted to Mr. Hugh Dalzlel. is highly effica¬ 
Carbolic acid, *oz; glycerine, *oz.; laudanum, loz.; carbon¬ 
ate of soda, 1 dram; water, 1* pints. 

This lotion should be dabbed very lightly iudeed on the sores 
with a sponge, or wrung out of a piece of link on to them fre¬ 
quently during the day, and it is marvelous how rapidly U dries 
up the raw places, and frees the dog from all Irritation It meat 
proves too healing, bread-and-butter is an excellent addition to a 
dog’s dally allowance of food, aud we have tried It with marked 
success In the ease of several bad constltutloned dogs. Let the 
butter be sound and good, and the bread not ton new, however, 
or this diet may not succeed as well as the owner could wish. 
Cow's udder, If well boiled, is much relished by all dogs, and In 
getting up a light-fleshed dog upon whom a little hulk la wanted 
is simply Invaluable, as Ita fat-produelng properties ore very 

Cod-liver oil is most efficacious In Its effects on dogs. A table- 
Btioonful once or twice a day after food generally succeeds In 
putting flesh rapidly on ■ fifty-pound dog. Ibis dose must he 
increased or diminished according to tile size (if tile animal, aud 
the effect It has ou bis coodlllou. Suitable COd-llver oil can 
generally be obtained from saddlers or leather dressers, who use 
it 1 .1 tbelr trade. This Is very much cheaper than what Is ob¬ 
tained from chemists, and the only difference la that It Is sup¬ 
plied nnreflned. . . . . 

In the case of many smooth-haired breeds, where the smooth, 
qees and brilliancy lof their coata go a long way to ensure sue- 
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and should always b« provided with a lock and key and two 
strong bandies. When the owner does not accompany his dog 
on a journey to a show, It Is a good plan to tie the key securely 
to one of the bandies, so-tbat the dog can be at once liberated. 
A couple of straps and buckles, In addition to the lock, are de¬ 
sirable, as they secure the box If the lock gives way, and save 
too heavy a strain falling on It. 

An Illustration of a good dog’s traveling box Is given in 
Fig. 13, where the Iron gratings used for ventilation are clearly 
shown. These should be In each side, the front and lid, the 
back and floor only being boarded. The latter should have boles 
bored In It for obvious reasons. Care should then be taken to 
ensure the ventilation gratings being sufficiently large for their 
object, and they should each have a bent Iron 
fender outside, so as to prevent any other 
packages being placed close alongside them 
In the van, by which the circulation of air 
would be Impeded. A couple of stripe of two 
or three Inch batten should be nailed on the 
bottom to keep the box oft the ground, as If 
left on a damp floor It would soon decay oth- 
erwlse. It Is not desirable to send more than 
one dog In each box, unless they are known 
10 bn peaceably Inclined, for they are liable to 
fight and seriously hurt each other, though

cess In exhibition, It (s desirable to keep them clothed for some 
time previous to the date of the show. Dog clothing Is of vari¬ 
ous sorts, shapes, and materials; but the best for ordinary In¬ 
door purposes are plain white calico for Summer wear, and ordi¬ 
nary fawn-colored—but not too thick—horse-clothing, to be used 
In Winter or cold weather. These should be taken off when out 
of doors If the weather Is fine, but If It rains many exhibitors em¬ 
ploy thin macintosh sheets when exercising their pets. As re¬ 
gards the best make, we very much Incline to the pattern which 
buckles In front, and to which a breast-cloth can be added. 
When the clothing Is so constructed as to pull over the bead like 
a stocking, It Is sure to ruffle up the dog’s coat, and furthermore 
the same clothing canuot be made to fit various dogs so easily as 
the pattern which buckles lu front. Fig. 1! 
exactly represents a pattern of exhibition 
clothing, which In workmanship and design 
we consider perfection, and which we arrived 
at after much study and many trials. For a 
long time we stood alone In various of Its de¬ 
tails, especially as regards fillet-strings and 
embroidered crest; but of late many others 
have copied our example.

There Is 
an excellent chain manufactured expressly for 
show purposes, a sketch of which Is given In 
Fig. 18, and which Is made of various 
strengths, so as to Bultany breed of dogs. It J

rings in the chain, so that It can be shortened II 

to any suitable length. It 

Washing has been so thoroughly gone Into 
already that there la not much room for fur¬ 
ther observations here, beyond drawing the 
attention of our readers to the great necessity 
of always now getting tho dog perfectly dry 
before lotting him go back to his kennel. 

The best time to wash a dog for a show Is the 
evening before he leaves home, and he can be 
then secured for tbe night without much 
chance of his soiling his jacket; but be sure 
to have abundance of fresh and clean straw 
for him to roll himself on, or he will be sure 
to stain himself, and all tbe labor of washing 
has to be gone through again, possibly under 
difficulties as regards time and place. Hand 
rubbing la most efficacious as a means of troth 
drying and flattening down tbecoat; and after 
the process of drying is partially accomplished 
with a sponge and towel, we strongly recom- 
mend, In the case of smooth-haired dogs, that 
the operation be completed by rubblDg the 
hands over the coat In the direction the hair 
runs. This may seem, and 1$, a tedious oper¬ 
ation ; but the dog’s appearance is wonder¬ 
fully Improved by It. A little blue Is often 
added to tbe water In which white dogs are 
washed, but It must be very little; and for our 
own part wo rarely went beyond the use of 
the ordinary blue-mottled white soap, as, If 
good of Its sort, this contains quite enough 
blue for all practical purposes. Loaf sugar Is 
supposed by some to add brilliancy to the 
coat If put In tbe tub; but though we tried It, 
there were no adequate results to be per- . 

celved. In the case of the hard or wire- 
hatred breeds, where a stiff, harsh coat Is 
wanted, tbe addition of a little alum In the ^ 

water has a beneficial effect, and this should i 

not be lost sight of by exhibitors of these 
varieties. 

The delicate subject of trimming must be 
approached with caution, as any unwary 
expression regarding the various processes 
may be taken far more seriously than Is de¬ 
sired. That many—In fact most—breeds of 
dogs can be vastly Improved by various minor 
operations Is admitted universally, and It Is 
well known to most exhibitors that artifices 
are continually being resorted to which might, 

If detected, lead to the disqualification of tbe 
dog If he were awarded the prise.

Tbe lnsertlou of the date seems to convey 
even to the minds of railway officials that a 
little energy Is necessary, and diminishes the 
chances of tbe dog being left behind. Never 
use one of the dirty, draughty dens called 
dog boxes by railway authorities. They are a 
disgrace to railway organization, and if a dog 
travels In one he Is most likely to catch an 
Illness In the shape of a cold, Influenza, or 
_ mange. 

If an owner accompanies hls dog to a show 
he should provide himself with a few trifllug 

P articles to assist In the final toilet; a chamois 
leather, scissors, hair-brush, and hair-glove 
are all useful, and a spare chain and staple or 
two are often handy. Some chalk for white 
i H, dogs, powdered resin for tails, and a little oil 

for the coats very frequently form part of this 
portion of the luggage, hut considerable risk 
Is Involved In their application by Inexperi- 
CBced hands; disqualification succeeds dctcc- 
r ' tlou, and It Is not a part of our business to as¬ 
sist exhibitors in their efforts to deceive tbe 
judges, who suffer enough from tbe art of the 
” faker ” as It Is. 

Great discontent prevails amongst exhibit¬ 
ors with reference to the exorbitant charge 
made by railway companies for the Insurance 
of live stock. Five per cent. It the modest 
request they make, and this Is, of course, too 
high to be frequently paid. A reduction on 
this prohibitory charge could not fall to be 
remunerative to the companies; and surely, 
where threepence Is charged for effecting an 
Insurance on a human life for a thousand ‘pounds, fifty sov¬ 
ereigns Is too high for that of a dog. 

JUDOIKO. 

Not many shows can afford the expense of engaging a sufficient 
number of Judges to enable each class to be Judged by a gentle¬ 
man who Is qualified to do so, and there are very few judges 
who are able to deal fairly by all breeds. Tbe unfortunate result 
of this Is, that many varieties are unsatisfactorily placed time 
after time, or else certain dogs are constantly found in the same 
positions, from the fact of the aame judgee fbeing talways 
selected for the duty. It Is nnduly hard upon any. good young 
dog to make bis first ‘appearance before a judge,who. ha* fre-

Blue-Wing Teal Sheeting. 

Lb Rot, McLban Co., III. 

Editoii Chicaoo Field; —According to promise, I send you 
a description of my Fall duck shooting at Grass Lake, Lake 
county, in this state, situated about five miles from the Wiscon¬ 
sin line. 

Throughout nearly the whole of Lake county (as the name 
implies), lakes abound, either large or small; I think there are 
some thirty-five or forty besides several just over the Wisconsin 
line. Following the course of Fox river, you pass through and 
by the following lakes*. Bluff, Marla, Camp Fox, Grass 
Nlperslnk, First, Second, Third, and Fourth, Lake Loon, and a 
number of others lu close vicinity. 

Grass Lake la par ezcetlence, the paradise of duck hunters, aud 
the home of the blue-wing teal, who nest there In thousands, and 
Is the finest duck shooting In the world; and bad they tbe erratic 
flight of their first cousins, the green wing, very few would be 
killed, and wonderful scores of straights would die a natural 
death; and three out of five would be wonderfully good shoot¬ 
ing aa an average score, even by the mighty nlmrods of the pres¬ 
ent century. They fly perfectly straight, something like a 
red-bead or black-head, and by so doing, give themselves away. 
Even when shot at they keep on, swerving neither to the right 
nor left, and tbelr rapid flight carries them out of the long-range, 
even of the full chokes. 

About the middle of September, last Fall, I arrived at Grass 
Lake, armed with a letter of Introduction to my future host, 
Mr. Lewis Paddock,whose farm Is In tbe close vicinity of the lake. 

Mr. Lewis Paddock I found to be a true sportsman, lu thc^rue 
acceptance of tbe word; he protects the game In the close season, 
and prohibits all bllods and sneak boats that tend to disturb and 
kill the game In an unsportsmanlike way; he will oot even shoot 
tbe blue-wings In the Spring, when they arrive on their neatlng 
ground, and thereby preserves thousands of birds that would 
otherwise be destroyed. 

His partner, Mr. Levi 8lmons, Is also an enthusiastic hunter, 
and a splendid shot, and has made good scores on glass balls, 
Mr. Paddock and be leading the van amongst the glass-ball shots 
In that vicinity. His brother, Mr. Asa Paddock, and Mr. J. 
Savage are also prominent hunters on the lakes. 

I have seen and shot with a good many good shots, and have 
seen fine and dashing straights made on ducks, but Lewis Pad- 
dock will kill more ducks than any one I hare yet seen, and ta 
hard to get away with on snipe; pushing hla boat through the 
rice, flushing a snipe either In front or behind him, and dropping 


his pole, he will kill nine out of ten Invariably, lu the most approved 
style; “ Honor to whom honor Is due." 

First let me explain tbe lay of tbe country. The lake Is prob¬ 
ably four miles long by two wide, and la the southeast corner 
Ilea a portion of open water containing about 000 or 700 acres, 
which Is tbe play-grouud and feediug place of the ducks, aud Is to 
the hunter as sacred as consecrated ground, or aa precious as tbe 
apple of one’s eye, for the ducks In the morning come from the 
roostlog grounds In the rice, and from the neighboring lakes, 
and scatter all over It, and, If left undisturbed, come drifting 
back over the rushes, and drop on the rice all the day, and thereby 
give good shooting, especially after three o’clock in the after¬ 
noon ; but should they be driven out of the open water, they go 
to Fox lake, the next lake south, and there they cannot be ap¬ 
proached, for all Is open water, except the edges, and do not re¬ 
turn until dark, and then fly so high that they afford no shoot¬ 
ing at all. They were driven out terribly last Fall by parties 
camped on the southeast shore, and by sportsmen from clubs 
located at the club houses there; and at one lime I counted eleven 
boats, containing thirteen men, driving all day, and as soon 
as a flock settled on the water, they would row for them, and 
shoot and shoo them up. 

They did this more or lees for three weeks and completely 
spoiled the shooting, but whether the same sportsmen (what’s 
In a name!) did It all the time or not, I am unable to say, but 
that they were told of the consequences, I am well assured, both 
by Mr. Paddock, myself, and others; but words were useless, aud 
they not only spoiled their own shooting, but everybody’s else, 
and literally killed tbe goose tbat laid the golden egg. 

If this should meet the eye of any duck huutor who proposes 
hunting there, or, in fact, anywhere, let him see to It and always 
leave the feeding-grounds and roosting places sacred; If he la a 
born hunter he will do it, for Venator nneitur n ot fit ; if only a 
tyro let him give ear to others who have troddeQ the lough aud 
rugged roads of past experience—a just but hard master. 

Our usual shooting was ou the flight, having an early breakfast 
and getting down to our boats at the first peep of day, pulling out 
to the numerous beds of rushes that lay between tbe open water 
and the roosting grounds. And then came the fuu; large Bocks, 
small flocks, twos, and threes, aud singles, came whipping by, 
sometimes like an arrow; they would come so close that one had to 
dodge. 

1 think I hear the gunner who lias never been In a like posi¬ 
tion saying: “How I could double him up.” Softly, my friend, you 
are not shooting mallard or pintail, shoveller or black-head, 
widgeon or merganser, or a river flight, neither arc you shooting 
over decoys on that pretty circling flight, but you are shooting 
at a Bird that flies like an arrow—probably ninety to a hundred 
miles an hour—and I want to Bee the tyro have a bird come right 
at him and turn and kill the bird within fifty yards; for It takes 
a good snap-shot to double him up as he ought to do, and 
see a cloud of feathers floating In the gentle morning breeze. 

How much more skill, then, is required when a blue-wlug flics 
on an angle down a wind blowing stilfiy at probably 120 miles an 
hour, just leaving a blue streak, as It were, in Its wake; and 
where would be the hold-ou theorist in such a place! I have 
shot from fifteen to twenty-five feet ahead of my bird at sixty aud 
seventy yards and killed them clean, aud I will be convinced 
when one who has shut bine-wings will come forward aud say, " I 
hold ou, and can kill four out of five at sixty yards;” until then I 
shall shoot ahead. 

I believe I have killed as rnauy ducks as any man in central 
Illinois, and although I do not waut to revive the old controversy, 
I cannot, It may be unfortunately for me, sec to hold on. 
The flight keeps on for some time, then nothing Is seen for a 
few moments except an odd bird or a flock In tbe distance; but 
in a quarter of au hour down they come again, flock succeeding 
flock, and the little puffs of smoke above you, followed by the 
bang, bang, chuck, chuck, of far-off guus sound In your ear, 
awakening your expectations which were temporarily lulled; so 
it continues until probably nine or ten o'clock ou a clear day, and 
the teal being nearly all gathered Into tbe open water you pull 
out aud gather up your dead birds, aud proceed to the most 
likely place for day shooting over decoys, uutil four or five o’clock, 
when the flight again commences. 

A great many kinds of ducks visit the lakes, and numerous 
species and varieties of waders, Interesting to ornithologists, arc 
to be found; but as space forbids me, I add only tbe nuiuea 
of the various ducks, all of which I have shot, that dally came 
under my observation as an ornithologist. The rate of 
speed Is from feeding-grounds to roost, or from roost to feeding- 
grounds ; and although I am cognizant of a good many differing 
from me, yet I have never seen a list compiled, and Invite dls- 
cuaslon, as the only w ay to obtain facts.

Editor Cuicaoo Field: —Your correspondent has had many a 
Fall's good shooting In the West and Southwest, and has fre¬ 
quently given his experience of the splendid game Helds through 
the various excellent sportsmen’s journals, for tbe benefit of the 
fraternity. 

A point often dwelt upou was tbe lack of co-operation between 
tbe game associations and legislative enactments of different 
states, and the great Importance of such co-operatlou between 
states and associations to tbe end, that a uniform game law 
should be established In those states whose latitudes Interposed 
oo special climatic obstacles. Such a uniform law, would, to an 
extent, simplify the relations between the game, or rather market 
shooter, the game dealer, and the consumer. It Is through the 
named channels tbat the dlminlshment of the game supply comes. 
Yet while the public demands game, tbe first two will be Inevita¬ 
ble, aud If evils, necessary ones. And the essence of all game 
laws should be the just regulation of the Intercourse between the 
three named factors, and the restoration of the drains made 
upon the game supply, Trapping, except for stocking depleted 
localities, shonld he prohibited, 

The Interests of legitimate game dealers are identical with 
every measure for protecting game and sustaining Its supply 
from year to year, and no regular dealer can afford evasions or 
Irregular practices, as the life of his business demands tbat tbe 
supply be kept up. As far is the writers' acquaintance with 
dealers extends, be baa found them to have the Internets of game 
at heart. They desire nolform game laws. They discourage 
trapping by not buying trapped birds, and the tpirit of tbelr 
business course Is to foster game Interests, and thereby foster 
tbelr own Interests. This Is the common Knee of tbe situation; 
and the result of considerable observation and Inqolry In leading 
Western cities confirm! this opinion. Tbta article was suggested 
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by certain prosecutions Instituted against Mr. W. W. Jody, the 
leading game dealer of St. Louis, to whom the writer, a stranger, 
on his first hunt West, was Indebted for much Important Infor¬ 
mation, and has had pleasant personal relations with him ever 
since. This disinterested good will to the stranger sportsman Is 
not exclusive with Mr. Judy, as I have found It a Western trait. 
It la charming and pulse-quickening to the Eastern sportsman to 
find himself so generously taken In hand by his Western brother. 
I fail to recall an exception during several years hunting, from 
the Mississippi to the mountains 

In a late conversation with Mr. Judy, I was Interested In his 
relation of the controversies forced upon him, and asked a legal 
party In no way associated with the cases, further than a lawyer 
may be Interested In what Is before a court, nor personally ac¬ 
quainted with Mr. Judy, to write me a version of the matters, 
which he did without going Into technical points. It would seein 
that there has been an animus in the prosecution beyond the 
game interests in question. If game can be preserved by refrig¬ 
eration, as fruits, eggs, meats and other perishable articles are, 
there Is no defensible reason why It should not be so preserved, 
and supplied to consumers, where there Is a responsible guaran¬ 
tee that It Is done legitimately. It Is narrow-gauge in associa¬ 
tions to hamper a business demanded by the public, when the 
broader luteiests of game require the co-operattun of the dealers. 
The following Is the article referred to: 

“In February, 1879, a prosecution was begun against Mr. W. 
W. Judy, in the 8t. Louis Court of Criminal Correction, charging 
him with having lu his possession on the 12th day of February, 
1879, one hundred dead quails and fifty prairie chickens, contrary 
to the provisions of the Missouri statute which declares that It 
shall lie unlawful ‘ to purchase, have In possession, or sell,’ any 
game, birds, or animals, during the season when their catching 
or killing is prohibited. 

" *'lr- Jndy In 1874 had built a large refrigerator (after having 
spent considerable money In experiments), at a cost of between 
fifteen and twenty thousand dollars. He was the first In the 
West to undertake an enterprise of this character, and the re¬ 
frigerator Is still the only one in existence In that section. His 
Idea was to preserve game killed during the proper season, ami 
thus have the benefit of It during other irortlons of the year. The 
enterprise met with the opposition of the 8t. Louis Gun Club, 
members of which instituted the prosecution. The case having 
been decided against Mr. Judy in the Court of Crimlual Correc¬ 
tion, an appeal on an agreed statement of facts was taken to the 
St. Louis Court of Appeals, where a decision was also rendered 
Bguln6t him. 

“Mr. Judy intended to carry up the case to the Supreme Court 
of Missouri, and afterward, If necessary, to the Supreme Court of 
the United 8tates, but we believe his intentions In this respect 
have for the present been abandoned. He claimed that the 
Missouri statute was In violation of the fourteenth amendment 
to the Constitution of the United States, which declares that no 
stale shall make or enforce any laws which shall abridge, the 
privileges or immunities of citizens of the Uuitcd States, nor 
deprive any person of life, liberty, or property, without due pro¬ 
cess of law. He held that the right to acquire, possess and enjoy 
property Is oue of the privileges and Immunities guaranteed by 
the constitution. He became owner of the game In a perfectly 
lawful manuer, and his right to dispose of It was oue of the 
privileges aud Immunities secured to him by the constitution. 
It is plain to see that If the case had been carried up to the 
higher courts, the decision of the lower court might likely have 
been reversed. As It Is, it seeniB a great hardship that after 
spending many thousand dollars in carrying out an enterprise by 
w'hfch he hoped to make fresh and wholesome game accessible at 
seasons of the year when It cannot otherwise be obtained, and to 
place an article of food within the reach of classes now deprived 
of it, his property should be made unproductive, and au honora¬ 
ble and useful business destroyed, by au arbitrary enactment of 
a state legislature. 

“Mr. Judy Is an active and reliable business man, aud bis 
large game business makes It to his Interest to support every 
measure having the preservation of game for Its object, so that 
the charge that his enterprise would t- nd to the destruction of 
game can have no foundation against him. There seems to 
have been some other element in the prosecution than mere un¬ 
selfish Interest In the malntalnnnce of the game laws. By the 
laws of Kansas, shooting quail Is lawful on the 1st of October, 
and In Missouri on the 15th. On the 12lh of October he re¬ 
ceived In St. Louis a box of game from Kansas which he offered 
for sale. A prosecution was also brought against him on this 
ground, but the court dismissed the case ou Mr. Judy’s own 
statement that he had not ordered the quails and that they had 
come Into bis possession by an accidental circumstance. 

“ He Is one of the leading members of the Missouri State As¬ 
sociation for the Protection of Game, and at the last meeting of 
the association was the author of a resolution requesting the law 
committee to confer with the law committees of the game asso¬ 
ciations of adjoining states with a view to the establishment of a 
uniform game law between tbe different states.” Justice.

As to deer, there are none in tbe state, or next to none. Our 
first game law was framed under the auspices of the “ Audubon 
Club," in 1853. It has been amended twenty-eight times since 
and is yet frightfully imperfect. The fish laws affect the whole 
people, the game laws a few “ High Joints,” and in the expres¬ 
sive, If inelegant dialect of the " early settlers” are of " no 
account.” Our hunting days are over. Our fishing days not so 
much so. We all eat fish, very little game. 

I observe that Mr. Van Dyke has concluded Ids series of very- 
interesting and practical communications to the Chiu \go Field 
Judge Cuton also, and that they are, or will tie, condensed into 
a book.

Murder In the First Degree. 

Henderson, Kv. 

Editor Chicago Field I send you a clipping from the 
Louisville Courier Journal (Dally), which you will see was taken 
from the Paducah, Ky., Xem. H la headed, “Extraordinary Deer 
Hunting,” which I tbiuk should have been, “Murder in the first 
degree.” It must have been | ot-buutlng iti the fullest sense of 
the term. It Is beyond my conception how men claiming to be 
sportsmen can commit such acts and then boast of them to the 
public! Something ought to be done to prevent this slaughter, 
or in a very few years there will be no deer to hunt. 1 think 
this case gocB to show which is the most destructive “Still 
hunting” or “Hunting with hounds.” The following is the 
article referred to: 

“ Mr - Clay Rice passed through this city a few .lays ago on his 
return to his home in Lyon county from a hunt in the swamps of 
Missouri, back of New Madrid. He Informed us that himself and 
son, about seventeen years old, and one other person from bis 
neighborhood had been there hunting for two weeks or more, 
having very fine success, but that on the two days after Christ¬ 
mas they and five others killed ninety-three deer. There was a 
sheet of water pretty much all over the country, with frequent 
small islands or ridges sticking up just above file ovcrllow, and 
tbe deer would get on these hi great numbers, and on the two 
days spoken of there was a thick sheet of Ice over the water 
which prevented the deer from escaping from one ridge to another,’ 
the party driving and hemming them in ou the narrow points! 
until they had all the fun they wanted killing them. One mat! 
stood in his tracks and killed eight before moving. Two of the 
party got about fifty huddled up, and killed fifteen before the 
others got away. Six were killed ou the ice by cutting their 
throats, that never were shot. Mr. Rice Is au old hunter, and 
says he never has seen such slaughter among deer tie hire. His 
son, who had never shot at a deer before, killed six in one day 
This kind of slaughter, however, only held good while, the lee 
lasted, as at other limes the deer would swim or wade from 
ridge to ridge, aud could not be hemmed. Those who had 
rubber boots waded about and got quite a number, however, even 
when there was no ice.” 

There have been very few quails killed here this season, owing 
to scarcity, and sportsmen leaving them to propagate for future 
use. We have had no duck shooting this Fall and Winter hut 
live In hopes of some sport the coming Spring, as at that season 
we have "duck shooting ” In Its glory. J. B. Alexander. 

Big Game Near Memphis, Tenn.— Mr. Robert II. Weaver 
killed a panther, eight miles south of Memphis, on the When’ lev 
plantation, recently. The beast measured seveu and a half feet 
from tip to tip. Mr. Weaver was notified by a negro that Ihere 
was imusual game In the “Cut-off." He secured three of the 
hounds of Mr. Peter Mitchell, armed himself, and went to the 
woods, traced the autinal and killed it. When such game is at 
our doors, there Is no use going to the Rocky Mountains to tied 
exciting sport. Very few people seem to know that bucks, « it- 
amouuts, panthers and small game abound when a few miles of 
Memphis; and that up and down the river, on cither side, the 
wild Indian might still subsist on the fruits of the chase .—Ledger 
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Cahtnilnk on Gaint- Laws. ,

Lditor Chicago Firld:—O ur game laws used to be of *ome 
value when deer anti pinnated grouse were plenty, ami .-eese, 
mallard, leal, and wood ducks bred plentifully; when one express 
company carried fifty tone at prairie chickens to the Eastern ami 
foreign markets In a single year, caught, in pens, the same as 
wild turkeys; when from one prairie lu Indiana we esilmatul that 
twelve hundred dozen of their eggs were gathered for market 
and when In Iowa, Hie Dubuque Iferald at March 8,1854, said’ 
teu ton .' ot prairie chickens' eggs had been purchased at Cuseade, 
apd a law should be passed to prevent the exterminatl n of the 
birds. 

Again, In tbe railroad troubles at Erie, Penn., from six to 
eight tons of game, prairie chickens, and quails, were detained 
on their way to an eastern market. These were caught In 
pens, nets, and traps. There was some sense in game laws In 
those days; there Is very little now, as they are framed for the 
benefit of the few, so that they can make a big bag on tbe first 
day’s shooting, snd play the “big Injun" In their dubs, and in 
the papers What that Is, better than shooting for market (as 
Van Dyke asks) It Is difficult to see. The upshot of the matter ts, 
that tbe game that breeds here will be nearly all shot off before 
■hat day arrives, by people In the vicinity for their own use, per¬ 
haps, some for market. As to relying on fines to prevent It, It Is 
nonsense, as long as this “ big bag” brag system Is In vogue. 

Again, tbe eastern plan of renting large tracts of rivers, 
marshes, Islands, or lakes, and relying on pottering them, ts con 
,be Western people, no matter about the

It would be somewhat mortifying to many of us If, after the 
way In wbieh we have advise,! and lectured our neighbors across 
the channel aliout the impropriety and short-sightedness of sacrl- 
Hdug all their small birds merely to satisfy the cravings of the 
yourmtlK of Paris snd other large cities of France, we should 
allow ourselves to drift Into the same plight as they fouud them¬ 
selves soon after the sage advice was teudered to them. We are 
all aware of the efforts made by the French people, and hy Paris¬ 
ians in particular, as soon as they discovered their error. Bird 
cultivation was resorted Pi with much zeal, and the welfare of 
the feathered tribes was attended to with as much solicitude as 
previously had becu exercised lu encompassing their capture and 
lies'ruction, tn the Buis Vincennes this was specially notlceablo 
lu 1S7U and 1K74, when the practice of suspending artificial nests 
from the trees was Inaugurated, with the view of attracting the 
quondam persecuted Insecticides. The education of French agri¬ 
culturists ou this point should now he well-nigh complete, as they 
gathered rather hitter experience from the almost entire destruc¬ 
tion of the larger Insectivorous birds. Including the rook, so long 
ago as shortly before the revolution lu 17SU, when the govern¬ 
ment had reason to offer rewards for the best method of killing 
grubs. The farin'r , thinking to save what the grubs left from 
their crops, set vigorously to work lo shoot all the rooks and In¬ 
sectivorous birds, and a mob even went so far, we believe, as to 
commit a violent outrage on a landowner who declined to destroy 
the denizens of a rookery he bad'll, his grounds. Much the same 
thing occurred in Germany not many years since, but It Was 
soon proved beyond doubt that by killing the birds Ihe evil was 
aggravated, and now birds are encouraged everywhere lu those 
countries. 

Birds of almost every possible kind are of essential Importance 
to the agriculturist and no doubt that Idea had a place in the minds 
of those who, lit consequence of the increasingdcetruction of vari¬ 
ous birds, whereby their extermination lu many cases was Immi¬ 
nent, brought forward and passed ourwild birds’ protection act of 
1872. The object of that, act was to protect, the numerous birds 
mentioned In the schedule thereto during breeding season only 
The rook. It Is true, was not Included In Ihe list, because In all 
probability there was not the least fear of hls family becoming 
extinct, his commendable jmuluml for wire-worm and grub hav¬ 
ing been proved to the tuliidsof all Intelligent farmers and others 
Interested in the subject to far outweigh the Injury arising front 
the occasional weakness he displays for sprouting corn and young 
potatoes and such trtfles. 

More than one. ornithologist, ha. g,>ne to the extent of compil¬ 
ing statistics, founded on close observation, of the actual num¬ 
bers of caterpillars, grubs and other Insects highly Itdmlcal to 
th"se particular kinds of vegetatlou on the thriving of which the 
success of the horticulturist and agriculturist, entirely hinges, 
consumed by birds. One gentleman, calculating from observa¬ 
tion, computed that a pslr of aparrows with young fed the latter 
thlrty-etx times an hour! and each time the meal consisted of a 
caterpillar, which, at the rate of fourteen hours per diem, the 
nesting being of course In Hie Summer, would give 8,.800 cater¬ 
pillars |>er pair per week. Another authority gives 8,400 grubs 
and caterpillars per week. ChatBochea have been observed to 
feed their young thirty-live times an hour, for five or six 
hours without » stop, with the familiar pest, the green caterpil¬ 
lar: redstarts twenty-three limes an hour, with grubs snd other 
Insects. Every one of these, perhaps, If not thus destroyed 
would reproduce hundreds of other Insects; hut then we hear 
often enough that these birds frequently levy blackmail on the 
buds and frulta snd com, no doubt they occasionally take toll 
In this way. hut oftencr than not when sppsrentlv In the act 
they actually are hunting for the giuh which is piercing Its way 
to the germ they themselves sre credited with purloining. 

During the present and last very severe seasons, It has become 
patent to rnauy observers of nature that, with all the protection 


afforded during breeding season, some of our varieties of wild 
avifauna are well-nigh becomlug exterminated. Last year was 
perhaps the most unfavorable breeding time for all our feathered 
tribe that has been known for many years, and even young game, 
which are tended and fostered, wbeo circumstances will permit, 
with as much care as are the broods of prlxe-bred chickens, has 
suffered to an Inconceivable degree. To say that partridges have 
beeu decimated by the above cause does not in the least repre¬ 
sent the state of facts regarding them. We believe that, so far 
from such an estimate being even an approach to a correct one, 
in some counties tn England not one-teuth of the young birds 
hatched lived till September 1. On some estates we know for s 
fact that, not only has thiB happened, but not one-fifth of the 
old birds left for stock from the season of 1878-79 survived till 
September 1, 1879, and “extinction ’’ in some places Is a nearer 
approach to accuracy than “decimation.” K will require 
two, and on some estates three, years’ abstention from shooting 
them, to bring the stock of partridges up to their normal aver¬ 
age. Had partridges been as vigorously looked up and shot dur¬ 
ing this season as In more favorable vears, their total annihila¬ 
tion lu many dlatrlcts, and tn some whole counties, wonld have 
been au accomplished fact ere now. We, of course, have no 
misgivings whatever about this most Interesting member of our 
wild avifauna, because where they are found to be seriously 
reduced In numbers by bad seasons, the sportsman holds 
his hand and the keeper redoubles bis fostering care. The con¬ 
ditions of several varieties of our British birds have been analogous 
to that of the partridge, with the exception ot the last-named 
saving clause. A cold and wet nesting and breeding season is 
nearly as prejudicial to young small birds, like our insectivorous 
varieties, as to game like partridges, and considering how the 
latter hare suffered from this cause, It is not unreasonable to as¬ 
sume that not nearly the usual annual stock of the young of the 
former arrived at maturity. This circumstance, however, would 
have oo Influence on the array of bird-catchers that sally forth 
Immediately the close time ceases, except that the scarcity would 
cause them to redouble their exertions to secure their wonted 
numbers. Add to this the fact that the weather of the past 
month has been most unusually severe, that birds of all kinds, 
and more especially the Insectivorous species, have been brought 
nearly to the last stages of starvation, and that the tameness 
always sequent on such a condition has had the effect of bring¬ 
ing out an unusually large “ Falstalitan ’’ army of gunners eager 
to encompass such an easy prey, and it will at once be patent that 
the reasons for the protests that have been raised against the 
persistent slaughter of our feathered tribes are too well founded. 
Some varieties of British birds have become extinct, others 
nearly so, many more are becomlug scarce, and perhaps at no 
very distant future we shall be emulating our neighbors across 
the channel and suspending artificial nests to our trees. 

In our few remarks on this interesting and Important topic we 
have simply confined ourselves to discussing the matter from a 
utilitarian point of view, becuuse, perhaps, In such an age of 
utilitarianism as that in which we live it ts the proper chord to 
strike. It must not be thought, therefore, that we are void of sen¬ 
timent I ii this matter; wo are not unfeeling, we trust; we are 
lovers of nature In all its aspects, and more particularly In that 
presented by our avifauna, one of nature’s richest gifts to the 
British Isles .—Land and Water. 
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A lleer Hunt lit Missouri.

Euitou C’uioaoo Fiblo:—W hen the Autumn breezes whistle 
around the corner of the cabin, and the old hounds lay about 
the yard, anxious for the sound of the horn to call them to 
their feet aud to the chase, then Is the time that the hunter 
is reminded that he should be off to the wild woods to enjoy the 
sport of fishing and hunting; and as the Chicago Firm, is the 
channel through which all lovers of sport can communicate, I 
write you this, hoping It may find a place lu your columns. 

Late in the fall, correspondence commenced betweeu parties In 
Carthage and others In St. Louis, to prepare for a big deer hunt 
in Southern Missouri and Northern Arkansas; and after a proper 
understanding was had, the agreement was that Billings Sta¬ 
tion was to be the place of meeting. It was understood that 
each party should bring all the hounds he could get, and the re¬ 
sult was that ou the last of October, a party consisting of seven 
persons, with three teams, five houtid6, and all the camp equi¬ 
page necessary for a small array, rolled out from Carthage. 

The blowing of horns and baying of bounds reminded the 
good, quiet citizens of the town, that the Carthage mob bad de¬ 
parted for a month’s hunt among the deer. 

Nothing transpired worthy of note the first day. Our catnp 
was pitched on the bank of the beautiful Spring river, and fire 
kindled beside a large Sycamore log. In the morning , an early 
start was got. and a day’s travel made without any Interruption, 
except an occasional blast of the horn to call In a dog that had 
stolen off after some stray rabbit. Meauwhile our city friends 
had arrived In Billings, and cast many an anxious glance 
westward, remarking, " I don’t believe they will come to¬ 
day;” hut wc were true hunters, aud hound to he ou the crossing 
In due time. 

Ou our arrival at Billings, aboat 4 p. m., the first music that 
greeted our ears was the haying of four laay bounds that were 
chained to a tree In a fine, green, grassy yard. We 60 on learned 
that was the spot to “ turn In,” and on so doing were greeted by 
our friends, when, after shaking bands and divers Introduc¬ 
tions, word was given by the boss to load on the traps and sail 
out for water, as there was no water for stock In Billings. Then 
came the tug of war. Tents, trunks, mess chests, ammunition 
boxes, hat-boxes, valises, game sacks, guns, etc., all being 
ready, the horn sounded, aud on we rolled for the woods and 
water, two miles away. 

The spring was reached at dark, the horses secured and fed, 
tents uupacked, beds made, supper prepared, and the cracking 
of jokes begun; while the cook, with hts long striped apron on, 
and a pot-holder stuck In the string, was busy preparing supper. 
A passer-by would have thought that an old-fashioned campaign 
barbecue was about to take place- Supper being over, cigars and 
pipes lighted, and this little party quietly seated on the camp- 
stools watching the whirling blue smoke Jaa It ascended, s picture 
was presented, of which It may not be amiss to give s brief descrip¬ 
tion. 

There are now nine of us, with nine dogs. The oldest of the 
party Is over sixty veers of age, snd has weathered the snowflakes of 
forty winters falling ou hls head, In the woods of America. He 
has hunted In tbe wilds of California and Oregon, and from the 
Alleghany swamps and mountains to the frontier of Texas and the 
Indim Territory. Next, Louis Desrulsseaux, we call him “ Uncle 
Loube ts of some sixty winters, and has seen service In tbe 
woods, being an early settler In Arkansas where be hunted on 
White river at an early day. He has called up many an old 
gobbler to roast lor breakfast; and has caused four panthers to 
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bite the duet, from » single tree. He Is a "bad man” among | 
gome, and one 'o look at him would say that he could not tra I, 
hat the man that beat could Uncle Lou to a deer crossing, while the 
bounds were In full chase was not In our camp, for he was a , 
constant hunter. - 

Major Beebe was partially a new beginner In deer chasing; be 
was commissary and chambermaid; he was always at Ms post In 
the woods, or at his work; he and Uncle Lou were great friends. 
Silently they would travel, both on the lookout for a passing 
deer. Mitchell was an old deer hunter,and right well be had studied 
the nature of the deer. He was in high spirits In a hunt. He 
liked no better music than to hear the dogs In full chase, and If 
be fell behind It was because his fine grey horse hail not the bot¬ 
tom to run with adog. “Ml*,” the livery man, stood six feet 
two Inches In his bare feet, and weighed 225 pounds. He 
was good on a deer rlaud, and also at the table, and a dead shot. 
A deer could not safely come within range of his rifle. 

Lucas was a quiet, Inoffensive sort of a chap; be would go 
out in the morning for an early bunt, then come in aud take bis 
flabpole, light his cigar, and All his pocket, and go ou to an over¬ 
hanging rock, and fish for hours. He supplied the camp will) 
fish of the finest variety—black and yellow bass. A faithful 
fisherman,but as apt tohuntducks, quails, orsqulrrelsnsauvihing. 
He hunted for fun, and was pleased to hear the report of a gun or 
the baying of the dogs. 

Carnehan, a sort of a farmer, “ said but little but knew a 
heap." He carried a fourteen-pound rifle, and was a dead shot 
at any reasonable distance, If the game was standing He would 
never get lost, aud cared not for his meals; believed In hunting 
while the day lasted. Ves, a young rattle-headed chap, was the 
life of the camp; be had dealt some in pelts, understood the losses 
and gains of that article, was good to work about camp if ouc 
would tell him what to do. He was like the Irishman's flea, one 
could never tell where he would turn up. He bunted with the 
first gun he could get bold of, and It made no difference if It 
wns loaded with bird shot; with him It was good for deer. He 
was as often ahead of the hounds as behind them, but was 
always on the go regardless of any other man's position. 

Myers, the cook, was in his place, provided there was plenty of 
live coals to cook the coffee on, and fry the bacon; he was good 
on roast turkey, etc. 

Our dogs deserve notice; nine better deer dogs were never got 
together, unless they were all selected for particular purposes. 
Old Tildon was owned by Uncle Lou and was a large bony stag- 
hound, and Uncle Lou would go his bottom dollar on him in u 
deer chase. He was slow ou the start, no hunter, alwuys waiting 
for some faithful dog to find the trail, but when Old Tildon 
opened on a trail, one would think that Gabriel had sounded his 
last trumpet; he was an all-day dog, never falling after lie 
game was started. Drum was nearly ids equal in size and voice, 
but refused to run a deer,and foxes anil coons must climb some to 
get out of his way Sock was always on double quick on a deer 
trail; he would put a full-grown deer Into the water iu thirty 
miuutes. Souoder was death ou cotton tails. Flora was young, 
but surely the making of a flue hound; she was after anything 
that ran wild. Many a time Uncle Lou has broken a club over 
her back for running rubblts. Old Uno, he was Ves’ old favorite. 
Many a tree has been looked at that hail a squirrel-hole in It be¬ 
cause Uno ran around It and backed. Ves often got disgusted 
with Uno and said he was not as good as he nue to wok. Old 
Drive, he was the boss of the carnp on wounded deer; If he could 
not follow the trail of a wounded deer, no use In calling any 
of the other dogs; one might go to camp if old Drive failed to 
scent the blood. Nig was a young beagle, just commenced, and 
the hogs were compelled to skedaddle when Nig camealong. And 
last and least was little Katy. She was a pure dachshund, and 
many remarks were made by strangers, “Say, Cap! what Is that 
long-cared piece good fori—she can’t run." 

Morning came, and the entire outfit was ready to roll, and a 
more comfortable outfit bad never traveled that road. Our day’s 
journey was Interrupted, only by the occasional breaking 
out of some fractious dog, while the sound of the horn would 
soon bring him back to bis proper place behind t, e wagon. 

The secoud day was a drizzling rainy ouc; all hands were 
safely seated under the cover of the wagon, and we were passing 
down o»e of those lonesome, dreary, rocky canyons so frequent In 
that locality, with here and there a lone cabin with a truck patch, 
where all at once Old Tildon opened at the top of his lungs and a 
flue deer was seen jumping the sharp-pointed palings of the 
garden fence. Horns were sounded, but- no use. Old Tildon had 
struck a fresh trail, and in an Instant Sock followed. Kach man 
was soon < n the ground, rope In hand, and the remainder of the 
dogs soon fastened, while on the distant mountain side Old Til¬ 
don and Sock were In hot pursuit of a pet deer; soon the lady of 
the pet put In her appearance, and appeared to be rather cross 
about, our dogs chasing her pet. Her man,—he, too, came In for 
his Arkansas remarks; some of the boys remarked, “ Let Us buy 
the deer and kill It.” 

“ What do you,ask for the deer?” 

“I won’t take less than ten dollars,” replied the man. 

One of the party said, “ Let us wait a moment and watch the 
coiners.” Soon the dogs were coming around the point of the 
mountain, and with ropes In hmd the boys ran over the creek 
aud secured the dogs, and the mob rolled on. 

Our journey that day was in the creek, and over ridges, cov¬ 
ered with flint rock, and In canyons We camped before night 
to look for game, and at dark the boys came In with squirrels and 
one old-fashioned partridge (or pheasaut, as some call thcmi. 
Very little signs of deer. 

We started early next morning, and at dark we camped on 
the head of Little North Folk, and while we were busy preparing 
camp, a stray fox came within scenting distance of the camp,when 
Drum, Sock and Drive soon made sly Reynard fly over the forest 
In double quick, the other dogs being tied; but Uncle Lou could 
Dot stand the sound of half the dogs so turned the others loose, 
and then the music commenced, and for hours the woods sounded 
with the baying of dogs In hot pursuit of the fox that had been 
feasting od the ue ghbors' chickens for the last six months. I 
can’t say what became of the fox lhat day, hut the dogs came In 
as they pleased. 

As we neared the vicinity of our expected huntlug-ground, 
every man took to the brush, except teamsters. 

At noon all came in five miles down the creek. Signs of deer 
and turkeys were found. Dinner over, and some shooting at a 
mark, we moved down the creek about eight miles and 
pitched our tents for a few days’ hunt. Thai cvenlug signs of 
deer were plentiful, and we were all anxious for morn¬ 
ing to come. The sound of dogs and report of guns were heard 
In our dreams of morning sports. The country we had selected 
for a few days' hunt was very broken, all ridges and can¬ 
yons. 

Morning came and with It a drizzling rain, hut we all refused 
to stay In camp, and each man waste select his stand until we 
could learn where the croaalngs were, by the soundings of the 
dogs. One of the party stayed back with the dogs until til had 
time to get their statlona, and then the horn wua sounded, and 
every dog came howling about the mounted horsemen. Every 
dog appeared to know that something more than being tied to a 
wagou was now wanted. 

In leas than flfteen minutes every dog waa In full chase up the 
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canyon (except Drum!, all were running at full speed, and each I 
t erve was strained to Its utmost rapacity, while the hunters, each 
watchful,were straining the Ir eyesight to get a glimpse of the deer. 
All could hear the sound, aud each expected to get the shot. Ou 
the dogs came around the point of the mountain, and soon turned 
up in the bottom. Hark I listen I They are coining directly to the 
driver, flock is 111 the lend and little Kale Is holding her own. Old 
Drum Is by my Bide. He listens; nearer and nearer they come. 
Drum starts for the dogs. Away he goes out of sight, down over 
the cliffs. Look! Drum Is coming hack, his tall between his legs, 
his bristles up. Easily lie jumps up the cliff lo where he dare 
not Jump down. He w heels about by tbe side of his master and 
partially sits down, but In a position to get up and get, If neces¬ 
sary. 

As the deer approach, his eyes or nose follows In that direction, 
pointing out where the deer will cross. There he goes within 
forty feet of the driver. Bang goes the Winchester, but on goes 
the buck and still, stands old Drum; he missed him; but this Is 
not tbe deer < ur dog Ir after; It was a fou.-point buck, tunning, 
as all bucks can, with his head down and tall down; using the 
hunter a phrase, lie was sneaking away from the dogs. The dogs 
go on and soon their voices are beard on a far distant hill,and then 
thesound Is gone while they are running through some lonely cau- 
yon. The aspiration of the hunters is fast on tbe decline; but hark I 
the dogs are coming near; on they come; old Tildon now in the 
lead, aud here they come strung out for one-half mile. Now look 
out; the deer Is making for water; he rounds the cedar point, 
and wheels short off as he sniffs danger ahead; he smells the 
Major's big No. 8 shot-gun. Hark I lie lias run to some one else. 
Listen! there is a shot,—a double-barrel, aud the dogs are silent. 
The signal is given wllh the horn. Three long blows for count, 
and all parties come III, and one large tine doe Is soon banging In 
a limb. 

Now begin the hunters' talcs, and the qualities of the dogs 
are freely discussed; all but old Drum; he don't want any deer In 
his, but start a fox or coon and he is on hand. 

Dinner Is ready, and all appear to he ready to do justice to the 
smoky venison that, has been cut out for dinner. 

Dinner over, pipes lit aud a short rest, and all up for the chase 
again. Deer have all laid down and the dogs commence to cold 
trail, which test- the dogs’ noses. Soon they are scattered In all 
directions, and In less than one hour nearly every dog has his 
deer, and then the music begins. After the boys had all come Into 
camp at night three deer had been hung and s. vernl turkeys. 

After supper, Major Beehe waB seen looking over Ills traps In 
his dunnage box, and soon the tinkling of cow-hells was heard, 
and the M jor came forward with two hells, saying, “ I'm 
going to n turkey roost,” when off four of the boys started with 
their guns. Soon the thundering of guns was heard ill opposite 
directions, and at bed-time they came in with a few brace oi that 
bird that came mighty near being the emblem of our American 
liberty. 

In the morning the dogs were stiff ami sore, and it was with 
difficulty they could lie raised. The hoys had been gone an hour. 
6 o they could get the stands, when silently and slowly the driver, 
or whlpper-ln, ascended the hill, firmly seated on his trusty 
old mule that bud carried him over many a rocky cliff for the last 
twenty years, following the sound of tiie hounds In deer chases, 
wllh the dog-horn hung to his side and his centennial Winchester 
laying ou the pommel of Ills saddle. Old Tildon and Drive 
have struck a fresh trail and come thundering down the moun¬ 
tain. Every dog has joined In the chase, ami even the mule 
appears to know what is coming. All at once a live pnlnt tank 
comes In sight, at close range, running at the. lop ol his speed. 
Old Sock Is crowding him; he sniffs the air and scents danger; 
wheels short as the Winchester is brought to hear, but tbe deer 
goes on unharmed Soon be takes the second stand and around 
the brow of the lull and hang! goes the breech-loaders and the 
dogs are silent; the buck ts dead The dogs are warmed up 

At dark when all were In, three deer hail been killed, and many 
shots tired that counted no deer. You know a hunter alw ays has 
an excuse if lie don’t hit; too far off, or bushes In the way, or the 
game ts running loo fast. One is hardly ever willing to come 
down with the honest facts and say, “ 1 missed him,” and leave 
others to judge; he must creep out some way. 

The next day we lay about camp, pa. kid in game, cleaned and 
oiled guus, etc. Charles and Carrehan went out Itsliing and 
caught a fine lot of tuos, and Charley broke Ids floe fishing rod. 
The weather was warm, with showers, and our game began to get 
old. We gave to the neighbors, all that mine, venison, turkeys 
and fish and charged them nothing; we bought our grain and fod¬ 
der, and paid their own prices for ail we bought. 

People would come to camp, and appeared to be perfectly 
satisfied to have us there for the purpose of selling us feed aud 
getting fresh bites of game, aud some would remark that they 
wished us to kill all the game in the country,then some lazy chaps 
about there would be compelled to go to work. Notwithstanding 
all their flue talk, we feared for our dogs and kept a watchful 
eye on every-qulrrel hunter or the sound of a gun. We were 
always on hand at Hie sound of a squirrel-rifle. No one objected 
to our running deer. 

One morning one of the boys picked up a threatening letter 
lying in tbe patb leading to our camp, which advised us to go. 
and to atanil not upon the order of our going; lhreatenitig|us wllh 
death and our dogs with poison. Now, this might have fright¬ 
ened some parties out of the woods, but to us It had the effect to 
keep us there a few days lunger. We moved our camp a few 
rods, on higher ground and gave out word for that company lo 
roll in at any time they found an opening; that we had in camp 
fifteen guns, ten of which were breech-loaders, and we were 
always ready. This letter rather disturbed the peaceable, law- 
abiding citizens of that neighborhood. We did some little talking 
and hunted where anil when we pleased. One evening Ves came 
galloping into camp much ex. lted. He had seen something Just 
over the creek, about so high, measuring wllh his hand some 
three feet from the ground,spotted like a leopard, big head, nut a 
very long tall, looked somcwhnt like a dog, I knew at once It was 
a w ild cut or a catamount, as some call them. I was soon on the 
trail and saw the foot print (it was large), and Drive aud Tildon 
slartod like quarter-horses on the trail and ran out of hearing, 
but returned in the evening. We learned next morning that a 
large catamount lived in that vicinity and frequently carried off 
choice morsels from neighboring hen-ro sis. 

One day, while all the boys were out except the cook, old Sock 
was heard by the cook coming around the point of the rocks close 
lo camp in hot pursuit of a very flue four-point buck. Sock was 
close to his heels, and the buck was doing Ills level best to get 
to water. The cook took lu the situation at a glance, and took a 
gun and discharged both barrels before the buck got to water; 
but no effect; he took anolher, and before the buck had reached 
the opposite bank he gave him two more barrels; those shots were 
harmless; hut Sock was on tbe opposite side nearly as soon 
as the deer. On examination the guns were loaded with bird 
shot. Sock's bay soon died away In the distant hills, and 
the cook went about Ills kltchon duties. In thirty minutes 
Sock was heard coming to the same crossing, and on further in¬ 
spection he was close on the buck. Tbe cook then had time to 
aeh ct hla gun. Uncle Lou's shot gun was taken, knowing that 
he always had In It a buck shot load, with powder to send the 
ahot home, and by tbe time the buck bad got half way over,

At Springfield we deserted camp, and our dt. Louis friends got 
aboard of the cars. Perhaps Uncle Lou and myself will venture 
Into the woods again next Fall; if so, we will give you a detailed 
account of our hunt.
